REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most remarkable prior art of record is Bowers (U.S. Patent No. 5,963,134) 
and Molee (U.S. Patent No. 5,380,047). 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences have overturned the Examiner's 
rejection under 35 U.S.C 1 02 of claims 1-14 and 1 7 - 22. As a result, claims 1-16 
and 1 8 - 22 are allowable over the prior art. 

None of the prior art of record remedies the deficiencies found in Bowers and 
Molee. Furthermore, neither the prior art, the nature of the problem, nor knowledge of a 
person having ordinary skill in the art, provide any reasonable rationale to combine prior 
art teachings.
